IRISE IN WAGES COST. 


$4,000,000 PER YEAR 


This Is Estimate of Bureau of Labor 
Concerning strike Agreement of 
Hard Coal Companies, and Price 
to Consumers Rose $13,140,000, 
Washington, Db. C., Mar. 3,—Hard 

coal companies increased the wages 

of their employees at the rate of $4,- 

000,000 a year by the strike agree- 

ment of last May and increased the 

price of anthracite to consumers $13,- 

140,000, according to a report based 

on an investigation by the Bureau of 

Labor, submitted to the House on Sat- 

urday. 

The report submitted by Secretary 
Nagel is the result of an investigation 
conducted in response to a Nouse res- 
olution asking for “the elements of 
cost and profit included in the pres- 
ent high prices of anthracite.” 

An average increase of 26 cents a 
ton in wholesale coal prices was dis- 
covered to have been made since the 
strike agreement of last May. In 
spite of the fact that the workers 
benefited about $4,000,000 in inereas- 
ed wages during the year, the report 
adds that “the recent increased prices 
have been more than sufficient to 
compensate fully those companies 
whose cost of production has increas- 
ed most rapidly during the recent 
years, and at the same time very 
greatly increased the profits of those 
companies, of whom there are at 
least several whose cost of produc- 
tion either decreased or remained 
stationary during the same period.” 

The increase in the wages, the re- 
Port adds, presents a raise of only 
eight to ten cents in the cost of coal 
production per ton ,

Saturday that oY German farm 
ers with their families will sail 
in a party on March 29th to settle 
in the Edmonton district; also 
that 25 families from Kentucky 
will come here to make their 
homes during the spring. 

On Monday the telegraph de- 
spatches brought news that the 
advance guard was on the way of 
a ‘‘colony’’ of 1,500 settlers from 
the United States—most of them 
French-Canadians who removed 
to the U. S, some years ago—and 
who will go upon land in the 
Grouard district. 

These are individual items 
which indicate the commencement 
of a veritable immigration ‘‘rush’’ 
into the great north country now 
being opened up by railways. 
Definite knowledge that this im- 
mense and fertile region would 
be put in connection with the 
outside world has been all that 
was wanted to direct thither a 
**flood’’ of immigrants who will 
convert the wilderness into a pop- 
ulated and productive country. 

The construction of the rail 
ways being pow actively under 
way ,the movement is due to com 
mence. The prospect is that the 
coming spring will bring more 
strangers to Edmonton, and to 
the country of which Edmonton 
is the commercial capital, than 
came in any spring that has. yet 
gone.

Exemption trom naval service 
is the boon Hon. L. P. Pelletier 
tells his Nationaist followers 
they owe to Mr, Borden’s scheme 
for leaving England to hire Eng- 
lishmen to man ships which Can- 
adian money 1s to pay for, and 
which Canadian sailors ought to 
mun, 

Mr. Velletier and his National- 
ist followers would of course be 
exempt from service in a Can- 
adian navy unless they wished to 
enter that service. Nobody pro- 
poses to compel them or anyone 
else to man Canadian warships if 
they do not wish to do so. The 
sense of duty and the sense of 
shame would be the only com 
pelling forces that could drive 
Nationalists or anyone else into 
service in the Canadian fleet, 

But Canadian sense of duty is 
so strong that Canadian warships 
would not go undermanned, The 
knowledge that Canada had un 
dertaken 10 keep the flag flying 
in one corner of the world would 
be the only coercive force re 
quired to induce Canadian sea 
men to enter the Canadian nava! 
service, Pride in their country 
and their country’s prestige 
would make the naval service 
popular among Canadian sailors, 
and draw recruits to man the 
Canadian detachment of the Em- 
pire’s sea defences. 

That is precisely what Mr, Pel- 
letier and his ilk know, and fear, 
and are planning to prevent— 
with the timely and effective as- 
sistance of Mr. Borden. The ideal 
of the Nationalists is that Can- 
adians should be and feel them- 
selves a race apart from the Brit- 
ish race.

The proposal of a general levy is 
regarded as making the German army 
increase quite as much a national sac- 
rifice as is the French extension of 
ictive service In the army from two 
to three years. Other taxation is con- 
templated in order to cover the regu- 
jar annual charges brought about by 
the increase of the forces,

Paris, March 3—French law, like 
every other Gallic institution, is in- 
variably logical, but the pursuit of 
pure logic may lead to absurdity 
This reflection is forced upon one by 
a decision just given in one of the 
mist extraordinary cases that ha: 
ever come before a court of law, 

In one of the French colonies, a 
settler had the misfortune to fal) 
dead by the roadside, A few hours 
later his body was found by a group 
of natives, who, indulging in the 
custom of the country, forthwith ate 
him, The offenders were arrested, 
and the authorities were at once con 
fronted with a knotty problem. On 
what grounds could they be punish- 
ed, as the penal code does not men- 
tion cannibalism in all of its numer- 
ous paragraphs, and the evidence 
clearly showed that the cannibals had 
not committed murder before tak- 
ing their repast. 

The matter went from court to 
court without decision being arrived 
at until some genius—one can call 
him nothing less—bethought himself 
of article 3568 of the penal code, 
which was adjudged to meet the case, 
and the prisoners were sentenced,

CHANGES REGULATIONS 
OF LEASING LANDS 


Not Less Than 100,000 Bricks Must 
Ke Manufactured By Lessee of 
Fire Clay Location for Hach Term 
After Second Year, 


Ottawa, Mar, 2.—An ordef-in-coun- 
cil has been passed changing the reg- 
ulations at present In torce in regard 
to the leasing of the school lands on 
the three prairie provinces, Clauses 
18 and 14 of the existing regulations 
have been cancelled and the follow- 
ing clauses swhstituted therefor; 

1. The lessee of a tire-clay location 
shall, within two years from the te 
of the lease, erect upon the lands 
described therein, or in lands accept- 
able to the minister, a plant suitable 
for the manufacture of bricks or oih- 
er fire clay products, and shail, within 
the same periods, furnish evidence, 
supported by affidavit, showing the 
character and value of the plant in- 
stalled and the date of its installa- 
tion, 

If the required plant is not installed 
within the tlme specified, and if evi- 
dence of its installation is not furnish- 
ed within the same time, the lease 
shall be subject to cancellation in the 
discretion of the minister, 

Provided, however, that the minis- 
ter shall not require that the value of 
the plant so installed shall exceed the 
sum of $10,000, ” 

2, The Jessee of a fire clay location 
shall, during each year of the term 
of the lease after the second year, 
manufacture from his leasehold and 
produce ready for shipment not Jess 
than 100,000 bricks, or their equiva- 
lent in some other form of fire clay 
products, to the gatisfaction of the 
minister, if, during any year efter 
the second year of the term of the 
lease, the lessee fails to make the 
quantities specified, or fails to furnish 
satisfactory evidence of his having 
done so, the lease shall be subject to 
immediate cancellation in the discre- 
tion of the minister,
